He there 
knelt for a few moments and inimediately 
proceeded to the adjoining Chanel of the 
Pileta. He then blessed the gorgeous 
lackeys with a smile and a few mut- 
tered words, and was raised slowly on the 
regal sedia gestatoria, with the ostrich 
fans at each corner. The Pope wore a 
mitre, a present of the Emperor of Ger- 
many, and not the tiara, but he looked 
every inch a Pope who had walked out of 
a book or had stepped down from 
one of the papal tombs’ around. 
As the chair made its first appearance 
the vast multitude seemed to lift thous- 
unds of hands to their forcheads to make 
the sign of the cross. Theh came athun-

der of exclamation. “Long live the 
Pope.” As we walked slowly toward the 


glittering lamps of the tombs of the apos- 
tles, handkerchiefs were waved, strong 
men seemed moved, and women wept 
with devotion. Ther. was nothing irrev- 
erent in all this—above all no seditious 
cries. Pope Leo looked beaming, but un- 
usually pale, as he bestowed his blessing 
on the seething crowd of his faithful peo- 
ple from all parts of the world. At this 
time there must have been more than 
thirty thousand people from the apse to 
the huge western dome. Above the storm 
of vivats coul:l be heard the voices of the 
Papal choir singing Palestvina’s “Tu es 
Petrus,” ‘“‘Thou Art Peter.”? Then a hush 
fellupon the multitude and the world- 
famed silver trumpsts poured out their 
melody from the gallery of the dome and 
the mass began, a simp!e low mass, one 
by Gounod, sung ly those forty picked 
voices. After the Pope had read the last 
gospel he intoned the Te Deum ina rather 
weak voice, alternate verses of the Am- 
brosian hymn being sung by the Jargest 
congregation in the world. 

Blessing was given, not from the inner 
balcony, but from the high altar, in a 
feeble voice, with Amens crisply respond: 
ed to by the choir. This closed the serv- 
ice. The Pope then washed his fingers in 
the golden ewer and basin, presents of 


the Queen of England, and the tiara 
given by the Archdiocese of Paris 
was put on his heal. Still louder ac- 
clamations rang out as Pope Leo 
XIII. was taken back to his apart- 
ments, looking, on the whole less 


fatigued than when he bezan tho cere- 
mony. Atnight there was a moderate 
show of illuminations in Rome, especially 
in Leonine City, and even in somo of the 
new houses in modern Rome.

THE BATTLE OVER TARIFF 


MR. SHERMAN ASSAULTS THE PRESI- 
DENT’S MESSAGE. 
& 
Senator Voorhees Makes a Vigorous Reply, 





Denouncing the Statements of Senator 
Sherman and Other Republicans as In- 
sincere and Misleading. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—In the senate at 
12:45 yesterday Mr. Sherman took the floor 
to discuss the president's message. He crit- 
icised the message for its failure of all refer- 
ence to foreign relations, and to the interest- 
ing question on National affairs and for post- 
poning all things, celestial or terrestrial, 
until the surplus revenue be disposed of. It 
was an “extraordinary” message. There 
was nothing new or strange about a treasury 
surplus. President Jefferson and President 
Jackson had met it in their day, and Repub- 
lican administrations had, on many occa- 
sions, since the war grappled with it, either 
by payment of the public debt or by a reduc- 
tion of taxes. The Democratic party had 
had control of the house of representatives 
for many years and had not originated or 
proposed a reduction of taxes. The only Re- 
publican congress in ten years had by the act 
of March, 1883, largely reduced both internal 
taxes and customs. 

Why had not the president followed the 
example of his predcessors by using the 
powers conferred on the secretary of the 
treasury, and applying the surplus to the re- 
duction of the public debt? If the president 
had regarded the surplus asa danger, why 
did he not bring his influence to bear upon 
congress to provide for a reduction of taxa- 
tion, and why had not congress applied the 
remedyf The only answer was that a con- 
trolling majority of tbe Democratic party 
would not allow a bill to be reported, unless 
it contained provisions which would greatly 
injure or destroy domestic protection. If it 
had been the desire to reduce taxes without 
reducing American production, the task was 
easy; but the speaker of the house had used 
his enormous powers, with the hearty 
support of the’president, to prevent even the 
reporting of such a bill. Even without a 
reduction of taxation, the surplus revenue 
might have been applied for great National 
Objects but for the vetoes of the president 
for the failure of the secretary of the treas- 
ury to exercise plain discretionary powers 
conferred upon him by law, and for the fail- 
ure of the Democratic house of representa- 
tives to make appropriations for some of the 
highest National objects. 

Aynong these, Mr. Shern- an mentioned the 
Blair educational bill, the fependent pension 
bill, the river and harbor appropriation bill, 
and other legislative projects, If appropri- 
ations had been made for these purposes, and 
for coast defenses at the present condition 
the treasury, which now so alarmed the 
president, would not have existed. He also 
asked why the president had not convened 
congress in special session last summer, in- 
stead of now endeavoring to drive congress 
pell mell, by an outcry, to reverse the policy 
of the country for thirty years. When the 
president and secretary of the treasury tried 
to alarm the country so as to induce congress 
to break down great industrial interests, he 
pointed them to the neglect of their public 
duties. 

At 2o’clock Senator Sherman concluded 
his speech. He had been listened to with 
marked attention, and was congratulated by 
his Republican associates. Mr. Blair asked 
that the educational bill be laid aside to allow 
Mr. Voorhees to reply to Mr, Sherman, 
but intimated his unwillingness to yield fur- 
cher. 

Mr. Voorhees took the floor for a speech in 
defense of the president's message, and com- 
mendation of the administration, 

Mr. Voorhees denounced the statements of 
Messrs. Sherman, Teller and other Republi- 
‘ans in criticism of the president’s message 
as incincere and misleading and asserted that 
by way of preparation for the coming presi- 
ljential message,”Republican legislators and 
journals were endeavoring by gross misrep- 
resentation to put the president and the Dem- 
wratic party in an attitude of hostility to 
American manufacturing interest. Nothing 
sould be more unjust or unfair. Under the 
leadership of Grover Cleveland the Dem- 
wratic party demanded such revision 
of the tariff, such reduction of revenue and

All these opinions had their 
weight with him. But while heavy taxes, 
which had been laid by a war tariff on every 
article entering into, the wants and necessi- 
ties of the people were not reduced at all, he 
submitted that the work of reform and re- 
ductions should be pursued in that field, and 
the internal revenue system left to stand yet 
while a subject to certain modifications, 

As tw tobacco, he suggested that the tax on 
cigars and snuff, producing $12,500,000, 
might be retained, and the rest of the tax, 
producing 317,000,000, abolished. But this, 
however, was a feature of detail and perhaps 
a feature of compromise. The great bulk of 
abatement in the present total unnecessary 
taxation of the people would have to take 
place in a careful and prudent revision of the 
tariff, and we would have to leave to the 
future what might seem the best means and 
arrangements by which to attain that end. 

As a choice between reducing internal 
revenue or tariff taxes, he would labor to 
cheapen woolens, linens, cotton fabrics, salt, 
lumber, coal, iron, steel, and all other staple 
commodities of other than such articles as 
were indulged in from acquired habits or 
luxurious modes of living. 

After quoting some sentences from the 
president’s message, Mr. Voorhees asked 
whether it was from such wise, conservative 
statements, guarding the interests of Ameri- 
can manufacturers on the one hand, while 
seeking to relieve the people on ths other, 

that the charges of ‘‘free trade” were made 
| against the message. Did it not rather seem, 
he asked, that those who caviled with Mr. 
Cleveland and denounced his views were 
' such as had predetermined a quarrel, and 
| who would not approve the declaration of 
independence if it came from his hands? 

Such political leaders might have their 
uses but in the present instance it required 
no gift of prophesy to foresee that as ‘blind 
leaders of the blind” they and their fullowers 








would roll in the ditch of defeat together. 
A persistent and violent effort “was being 
made by those who managed and led the op- 
position to the presont administration to con- 
vince the public mind that the president was 
unfriendly to the labor interests and laborers’ 
organizations and the reduction of taxes 
would be so powerfully enforced, would 
prove hurtful to the workingmen, and es- 
pecially to wage laborers employed in manu- 
facturing industries. 

He might pause to ask the meaning of the 
present condition of the wage workers in 
many of the most extensive manufacturing 
regions, and why, under the present high 
tariff, were they engaged in constant strikes 
and struggles with their employers. His 
heart was full of appreciative sympathy for 
the workingman and his household, as they 
gathered around their troubled fireside of ten 
in Spenury, sometimes in actual want and 
never in ease or affluence, But he had never 
yet conceived it to be a remedy for his pre 
vation and anxieties to increase the tax @n 
his blankets and bed clothing, or on his salt, 
and meagre table ware. The president had 
expressed his solicitude for the welfare of the 
American laborer, and had pointed out the 
vigilant care which his interest should receive 
in the treatment of the tariff. 

At the close of Mr. Voorhees’ speech, My 
Sherman moved that the message be referred 
to the finance committee, but action on that 
motion was withheld to give Mr. Teller an 
opportunity to"make some remarks. Mr. 
Teller spoke briefly in reply to Mr. Voor- 
hees’ criticisms of his, Mr. Teller’s, former 
statement. He stated that there had fre- 
quently been greater accumulations of sur- 
plus in the treasury than when the president 
sent his message, and that the assumption 
that the present condition of affairs was a 
threat against the country’s prosperity, was 
not based upon an honest conviction. 

He denied that the people were suffering 
under burdens of taxation, or were crying 
for relief. Whenever the voice of the people 
had been heard it had been declared to be 
a fundamental American principle that the 
public debt shall be paid. There were $230,- 
000,000 to become payable for years hence, 
and how, he asked, was this debt to be pro- 
vided for if the revenues were to be reduced 
to the level of current expenses. 

When some years ago it was proposed to 
exclude the Chinese because they came here 
to compete with American labor for wayes, 
while their habits were such that they con- 
sumed little or nothing produced by Ameri- 
can labor, nearly all the Democratic senators 
favored the proposition. Now it was pro- 
posed to extend to the Chinese the privilege 
of doing the labor at home and sending the 
manufactures here. He doubted if a Demo- 
cratic house even atthe behest of the presi- 
dent and at the risk of loss of favor for 
refusal, would venture to face the American 
laborer with such a record. 

The pending resolution to refer the presi- 
dent’s message to the finance committee was 
not acted upon. The chair laid before the 
senate the unfinished business—the educa- 
tional bill. 

At 3:50 the senate went into secret session, 
and five minutes later adjourned. 


Congress. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—-In the senate a 
number of petitions were presented and bills 
introduced. Among the latter was one by 
Mr. Brown, to abolish internal revenue taxa- 
tion. The senate took up the resolution for 
the distribution of the president’s annual 
message, and Mr. Sherman delivered 
his tariff speech. He was followed by 
Mr. Voorhees and Mr. Tellor. The pending 
resolution was not referred, The Blair edu- 
cational bill was taken up, and at 3:50 p.m. 
the senate adjourned, after five minutes of 
executive session. 

In the house the committees were not 
ready, and bills were introduced and _ re- 
ferred, by unanimous consent, until 4:50 p. 
m., When the house adjourned; 902 bills and 
resolutions were introduced.

The Great Decrease in a Knight of Labor 
Assembly in One Year. 

Dover, N. H., Jan. 5.—The Knight of 
Labor assembly here, which had S00 members 
a year ago, now has only sixty-eight. Some 
members favor dividing the 4,155 in the 
treasury among the members, Master Work- 
man Mellen opposes division. He refused to 
entertain a motion for the purpose at last 
Monday’s mecting. Last night when he was 
about to open a meeting he was called to the 
loor and arrested in a suit by two members 
for alleged libel in publishing a statement 
that they were conspiring to defraud the 
assembly. 

Worthy Foreman Pray called the meeting 
to order in Mellen’s absence, and it was 
voted to divide the money, Those opposed 
refrained from voting, and charged the 
“dividers” with trickery in causing Mellen’s 
arrest. There was great excitement. Mellen 
obtained bail and returned to the hall just 
after the meeting had adjourned. He called 
another meeting insecret session, and he and 
4is friends and supposed to have installed the 
jew Officers recently elected and who all 
stand by the master workman.

* DESPONDENT AND DESPERATE. 


Robert Menhaus, of Cincinnati, Attempts 
Suicide by Taking Poison. 

CIncinNaTI, Jan. 5.—Robert Menhaus, 
aged twenty-eight years, attempted suicide 
about 8:30 last evening by drinking a sul- 
phurous compound formed by putting the 
heads of a quantity of ordinary phosphorus 
matches into a bottle half filled with water. 
At the time of taking the poisonous fluid 
Menhaus was in his room at Chris. Kill- 
meyer’s boarding house, 88 Central avenue. 
Menhaus had been noticed acting strangely 
about Killmeyer’s bar-room during the even- 





‘ing. This prompted some of his friends to 


cail upon Officers Goff and McCarthy, as it 
was feared that Menhaus would ‘make an at- 
tempt on his life. 

On going to Menhaus’ room, he was caught 
in the act of swallowing the poisonous fluid 
above referred to. The bottle was wrenched 
from the grasp of the would-be suicide before 
he had succeeded in swallowing enough of 
the stuff to seriouly effect him. As Menhaus 
had been drinking and was visibly under the 
influence of liquor, he was taken to the Third 
street station and locked up for safe keeping. 
Menhaus only arrived in this country about 
eight months ago, coming direct to this city 
from Westphalia, Germany. Unable to se- 
cure employment he became desperate, with 
the above result. When searched at the 
station, the following letter, addressed to 
Herman Bahlman, an iron manufacturer, at 
15 and 17 West Pearl street, was found on 
Menhaus: 

‘‘When you receive these lines I will find 
myself in the work house. The last request 
for help you refused, and now I am in 
despair; life has become a burden to me, and 
I pray to God that He will take me to Him. 
If you had helped me I would have been a 
changed man, and Hved and looked for a 
different place. My parents wanted to assist 
me once more, and for that reason they di- 
rected themselves to you, but you point 
blank refused to assist me. Work I will, 
but it ishard to get it,so I go tothe work 
house with the knowledge that there are 
people living who would rather see one starve 
than help them. Forever good-bye.” 

The letter was written in German. When 
asked to explain his reference to the work 
house, Menhaus sullenly declined. Bahl- 
man is a cousin of the would-be suicide,

PURPOSE OF PAIN. 


How it Develops Man’s Energy as Well as 
His Moral Nature.

& FORGOTTEN ‘CONVICT, 


' gtory of » Criminal Who Has Not Had a 
. Visitor in Many Years. 

Says a Kingston (N. Y.) dispatch: An 
effort is being made to procure a pardon 
for William Willis, who has been impris- 
oned in the Clinton State Prison for twen- 
ty-one years for murder, and who will, 
unless the Governor interferes, have to 
spend the remainder of his days there. 
Since his entrance to the prison he had 
not been visited by a single relative or 
friend up to afew weeks ago, and never 
sent or received a message of any kind. 
The visitor who went to see him was a 
nephew from Illinois, who is doing all he 
can to procure his relative’s release. Al- 
though many who could have recalled the 
circumstances of the crime for which Wil- 
lis was sentenced to be hanged and after- 
ward reprieved and sent toprison are long 
since dead, many old residents of this vi- 
cinity express themselves as believing 
that Willis has been sufficiently punished 
for the murder, which had many extenu- 
ating circumstances, 

Willis was a veteran of the late war. 
He was a young blacksmith in Ellenville 
before he went to help settle the great 
question, and was engaged to be married 
to Jane Conyes, of Napanock, N. Y., near 
here. During the struggle the young peo- 
ple correspondsd with: each other, and 
letters produced at the trial showed that 
the young woman still made Willis believe 
that she was true to him and waiting for 
his return. He came home to find that she 
had been two years married, had a little 
child, and had used the money he had 
sent her to enrich another man’s home, 
This blow to the man who had tried to 
live for the sake of his promised wife was 
sufficient to arouse the most intense in- 
Jignation and rage in Willis’ heart. 
While still excited after hearing the news 
of her perfidy Willis went to the home of 
the woman, told her who he was and, 
snatching a carving-knife from the 
table, stabbed her to the heart. He 
then cut her throat and _ stabbed 
the body fifty.or sixty times. Wil- 
lis went to the village where the hus- 
band worked, told him of what he had 
done, and surrendered himself up to the 
nuthorities. He was lodgedin Kingston 
jail, and at the next sitting of the grand 
jury was indicted for murder in the first 
degree, tried by the court, and sentenced 
to be hanged. A reprieve, however, was 
granted pending argument for a new 
crial, which was granted. The sentence 
o: the court in the sscond trial was the 
same as the first, that he should be 
hanged. Again he was reprieved, and 
through the efforts of the late Judge Theo- 
dore Westbrook, his counsel, who brougkt 
all the extenuating circumstances in the 
case before Governor Fenton, aftr a 
weary imprisonment of over a year ina 
gloomy underground dungeon in Ulster 
County jail, Willis’ sentence was commut- 
ed to imprisonment at hard labor for life. 
Twice was the gailows erected at Kings- 
ton to hang Willis, and twice was he 
reprioved on the morning set for his exe- 
cution.
